DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
November 28, 2008 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-12 and 14 are pending in the application. Claim 13 is cancelled. 

-The objection to claim 1 has been withdrawn due to applicant correcting a 
typographical error. 

-The 112 2 nd rejection of claims 1-7, 9-12 and 14 has been withdrawn due to 
applicant amending claim 1 to provide definite limitations. 

-The 102(b) rejection of claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9 and 14 has been withdrawn due to 
applicant amending claim 1 with limitations not disclosed by the prior art of record used 
in the rejection. 

-The 103(a) rejection of claims 2, 5 and 12 has been withdrawn due to the 
withdrawal of the 102(b) rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-12 and 14 are allowed.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for: 

- a multiple gear ratio transmission device having an upper shaft, a lower shaft, at 
least two power paths interconnecting the two shafts wherein each path has at least two 
power sub paths, each defining a transmission ratio between the two shafts and each 
having one selective gradual activator in which there is an equal number of sub paths 
and activators and each sub path is only interrupted between the two shafts by the 
activator and in combination with the limitations as written in claim 1 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
